DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments, filed 7/24/2009, have been fully considered and 
reviewed by the examiner. The examiner notes the amendment to claims 1 to more 
distinctly clarify the additional metal salt added to the composition and the cancellation 
of claims 8, 9, 11, and 63-65. Claims 1, 3-4, 10, 12-25, 57, 59-62, and 66 are pending 
in the instant application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-4, 10, 12-25, 57, 59-62, and 66 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claims, in combination with the factual showing of unexpected results in the applicant's 
specification, overcome the prior art of record. Specifically, the secondary consideration 
of unexpected results with regards to the metal to phosphate ratio of 0.26 to 0.4 and the 
relationship to the hydrolytic stability is unexpected and not disclosed in the prior art. 
Additionally, the amended claims are sufficient supported by such a showing, i.e. the 
claims are commensurate in scope with the evidence supplied in the specification 
examples, because the specification provides sufficient number of magnesium salts to 
support the entire genus (i.e. a representative number of species to support the genus) 
and the specification exemplifies zinc chloride, iron nitrate, and tin chloride all provide 
hydrolytic stability as claimed. While the examiner notes that there appears to be some 
degree of hydrolytic stability in oxidation inhibiting compositions, the applicants have

provided evidence (i.e. secondary consideration to overcome the 35 USC 103(a) 
rejection) that the atomic ratio of metal to phosphate in oxidation inhibiting composition 
provides not only the requisite level of oxidation inhibiting properties, but also provides 
an unexpected level of hydrolytic stability that provides benefits to the carbon-carbon 
composite. See also Remarks dated 7/24/2009.
